Interesting  morning  and  afternoon 
sessions  of  the  Taxation  Commission 
were  held  In  Victoria  yesterday,  a  fur- 
ther sitting  being  arranged  for  today, 
when   it   is  hoped   and  expected  that   th^ 


taking  of  ertdewee  bearing  upon  the  «-^ 

Ittted  subjects  of  assessment  and  taxa- 
tion   will    be   completed.     Yesterday    the 
morning  was  almost  wholly  devoted   to 
the  healing    of  a  number  of  local  clergy- 
men and     prominent     church     officials, 
who    strongly    urged    the    remission    of 
taxes    on    church-owned    realty.      These 
witnesses — with  the  exception  of  Bishop 
McDonald  of  the  Roman  Catholic  church 
and  Mr.  Crease,  who  spoke  for  the  Ang- 
lican Synod— dealt,  it  Is  true,  with  what 
may    be    regarded   as  matters    primarily 
for   Civic   consideration,    but      Inasmuch 
as  the  whole  question  of  taxation  with- 
in  the  province  comes  within  the  scope 
of  the  commission's  enquiries,   that  tri- 
bunal  may   be   held    to  possess   jurisdic- 
tion In  the  premises,  and  amendni«nt  of 
the   Oenernl    Assessment   and   Municipal 
Clauses    Acls^  might    possibly   be    advo- 
«ated  In   the  direction  of  accomplishing 
the  adoption  of  the  advocated  principle:

Consideration  of  the  matter  of  chui.  i 
exemptions  was  tnltlatea  with  the  ex- 
amination of  Mr.  Llndley  Crease,  chsn- 
celor  of  the  Anglican  diocese  of  British 
Columbia,  who  addressed  the  commis- 
sioners specifically  on  ))chalf  of  the  Di- 
ocesan synod  aiul  discussed  the  broad 
question  of  exemptions  from  an  intim- 
ate knowledge  gained  during  a  double 
decade  of  active  Indentlficatlon  with 
church  affairs.     Held  Mr.  Crease: 

"I  believe  It  would  be  a  very  benefi- 
cial  thing   to   the   community   generally 
if  church   sites   were  exempt  from  tax- 
ation, and  If  legislation  freed  them  from 
municipal  as  well  as  provincial  taxation. 
By  sites  1  mean  not  only  actual  sites  of 
churches    but    a    reasonable    amount   of 
ground  for  parsonages,  halls,  wpproache* 
and,    perhaps,   cemeteries — In     fact     all 
non-revenue-producing     church     proper- 
ties.    Churches  are  kept  up  out  ot  the 
pockets  of  members   of   the  comnaunltjr 
who    derive  no    financial    return    there- 
from.     I  consider   that  all   those  places 
should   be  exempt  from   taxation  where 
principles  aro   taught   to  nndlvidttols  of 
the   community    which   will    relieve    the 
government  from   great   expenae  to   co- 
ercing   people    from     doing     yrhat     the 
charrhes  teach  them  they  should  not  do. 
If  It  were  not  for  the  churches,  the  ex- 
pense of  government  would  be   greater 
than   It   Is;   and   therefore   tha  churches 
should  be  supported  by  the  government. 
One  Way  of  ao  supporting  tham  la     by 
relieving  them  of   the  extra  burden     of 
roatributing  to  the  Uxes.    While  lo  Can- 
nda  we  have,  of  course,  no  atate  chtirch.

»ub««>tton  1  of  the  munlclpafl  clauftes 
act.  to  read:  -F^very  building  set  apart 
for  the  pu^bllc  worship  of  Ood.  and 
every  schoolhouse  used  In  connection 
therewith,  and  grounds  appurtenant 
thereto,   not  exceeding  two  acres." 

Right  Rev.  Dr.  MacDonald.  bishop  of 
the  Roman  Ca-thollt-  diocese  of  Victoria, 
endorsed  the  arguments  advanced  by 
Mr.  Crease  as  »pokeaman  for  tha  Angli- 
can denomlnaUon.  em»ef!ally  emphaal/- 
ing  the  fact  that  taxes  levied  upon 
land*  occupied  for  church  purpoaes 
r.mst  b*  pai.'l  by  the  c5r.gresat!on.  iVtr 
church  not  b.?ln»  a  moneymaklng  or- 
ganisation. On  the  contrary  It  a^atkd 
for  r»*lcslly  dtOTerant  ends— for  the  pro- 
motion of  a  higher  standard  of  morality 
and  the  advuncement  nrf  the  aplritual 
interest  of  the  community.  1*9  tax 
church  property  was  to  lntpo«e  dual 
taxation  on  churoh  supporters  and 
church-going  people,  while  the  non- 
church   goers   were   exempt. 

"This."  continued  Bl»licn>  MscDonald. 
•Is  In  fact  putting  a  premium  on  non- 
church  going  by  thw  civil  authority, 
which.  I  am  sure,  no  one  would  desire 
to  flo.  The  church  Is  the  greatest  ex- 
istent agency  as  a  deterrent  of  crime. 
It  dapends  for* Its  aiipport  upon  the 
RTOod  will  of  Its  men>ben«.  and  as  a  mat- 
ter of  fact,  many  actually  contribute 
little  or  nothing." 

tlijItomUlng  his  suggestions  by  re- 
quest of  Commissioner  Malkln,  Bishop 
Ma«:'r>onatd  proposed  the  extension  of 
exemption  In  whole  or  In  part  to  all 
educational  Institutions.  He  freely  ad- 
mitted that  scholasttcal  Inatltutions 
were  frequently  conducted  as  a  source 
of  livelihood,  but  even  at  this,  the  ob- 
ject sougtM  in  the  main  was  dlfferant 
from  the  purpose  of  other  businesses, 
peaking  Ken«rrall.v.  his  lordship  thought 
that  chureli  property  should  be  aaaesa- 
eil  and  taxed  for  local  Improvements, 
througli  which  U  beneAted  as  did  other 
propertlea,    but    not    for    realty. 

Mr.  Percy  WoUssion.  treasurer  of  the 
Anglican    diocese    of    British    Columbia, 
dealt  as  a  business  man   with   the  mat- 
ter  of    th(>    increased    value    of   church- 
owned   real  estate  tnrough  general  civic 
growth,  and  propounded   the  proposition 
that    It    was    no    more    fair    to    assume 
that    the    value   of   it\f   citurch    p*<»p*rty 
increased    because    of    Its    aurroundlnga 
then    that    the    neighborhood     grew     In 
value    becanae    of    ihe    presence    of    the 
rhurrh.

Mr.  Wollai»ton  raplied  negatively.  With 
respect  to  loctt  lniproV*ment««.  he  hold 
that  the  chorchoa  shmild  pay  ss  de 
other  ratepayers.     Referring     more  par- 
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eral  work  6f  W*  church. — It  wae  tWe 
opinion  of  the  minlaterlal  Asaoclation 
that  the  ext*nt  of  ejtaitt'pUon  should 
be  spaclficaliy  and  clearly  defined.  He 
did  not  advdcate  the  extension  of  ex- 
emption to  church  schoftla  If  they  were 
in  any  respect  revenuA-produclng.  for 
to  do  »o  would  be  xo  destroy  tiie  es- 
sential argument  upon  whltfh  th'i 
churches  sought  exemption.  He  also 
believed  that  .  tlie  church  ahould  bear 
Its  due  share  of  local  Improvement 
charges.

his  evidence  be  suppressed  In  news- 
paper reports  Inasmuch  as  they  were 
to  he  regarded  as  confidential  informa- 
tion In  respfct  to  the  business  of  hl« 
company  and  might  affect  the  position 
of  stockholders.  Mr.  Rogers  filed  with 
{he  Commisalon  a  statement  of  earnings 
on  coal  aiul  coke,  deducting  development 
and  Improvement  charges  from  1897, 
this  statement  sho^ring  that  over  |.^,- 
950,000  more  had  been  put  Into  the 
property  than  had  been  received  from  It. 
Commissioner  Malkin  asked  whether 
the  coat  of  development  had  been  charg- 
ed up,  as  waa  frequently  the  case,  to 
profit  and  loss  instead  of  to  capital. 

"In  our  case."  replied  Mr,  Itogers,  "it 
has  always  been  exactly  the  reverse 
until  recently," 

Mr.  Rogers  also  put  in  several  tether 
statements,  one  showing  tltat.  16,6^7,000 
hud  been  expended  on  pant:  profits,  cos t« 
o*  id-sor  .ins  ssAt«jrftA«,  otc,  »v«i>»  ttlbo 
covered.  He  further  ga^r  the  cominla- 
sionerM  much  Information  as  to  antag- 
onietlc  nntupftl  conditions  at  the  mines, 
and  how  these  handicapped  the  oper- 
ations of  the  company.  Last  year,  he 
Informed  Commissioner  McPhtllips.  they 
sold  some  of  the  mine  coal' to  large  con- 
aumers  |^  fS.SG  per  ton.  Competition 
was  the  only  thing  they  were  up  against 
in  Alberta,  for  the  Canadian  market,  and 
tho  'Various  fields  acrOKs  the  line,  where 
Inst  year  the  company  marketed  about 
eight  hundred  thousand  tons.  Their 
chief  competitors  were  in  Colorado, 
Wyoming.  Washington,  New  Mexico, 
Montana  and  Utah.  ITrom  these  states 
the  output  in  1909  waa:  Colorado,  10,- 
7::2,000  tons:  Washlngt«>n,  >, 419, 000  tons; 
New^MexIco,  3,080,000  tons;  Montana, 
2,l>41.000  tons:  and  Utah,  2,322,000  4ons. 
The  Crow's  Nest  Pass  Company's  output 
in  that  year  was  1.200,000  tons. 

"But  theso  states  are  not  now  com- 
petitors of  British  Columbia,"  remarked 
Chairman  Ellison. 

Mr.  Rogers  admitted  that  this  waa 
the  case. 

"Tou  have  then  practically  no  com- 
petitors tn  this  province,"  Hon.  Mr.  EHl* 
son  continuod? 

"Oh.  no,  none,"  agreed  Mr.   Rogers. 
"Do  tbcoe   comiMtltora   yoi\  opeak  of 
Bell   at  a   lower  price   than  you.   or,   do 
you    come    to   a  common   figure,"   asked 
Ccmmlssloner   McPhllllps? 

"We  have  no  understanding  of  any 
kind.  It  is  straight  competition,"  Mr. 
Rogers  answered. 

Asked  an  to  the  •-ost  of  production 
aal  year,  Mr.  Rogers  said  that  it  was 
$2.27  per  ton. 

"So  far  as  you  are  concerned,  you  are 
now  asking  for  the  remlsaloti  of  the  fif- 
teen rents  per  ton  tax  on  coke,  but  you 
do  not  ask  for  any  t-hange  tn  tU»  coal 
lax.  do  you,"  aaked  Cominlssioner  Mc- 
PhllllpsV 

"That  Is  so,"  Mr.  Rogers  agreed. 
"lAffa  you  deairc  that  the  retnisaion  «f 
thoi  tax   on  coke   be  made   retroactive," 
pursued  Commissioner  McPhllllps? 

"Tes,"  replied  Mr.  Rogers.  "It  has 
been  suspended  now  for  two  years." 

In  further  reply  to  Commissioner  Mc- 
Phllllps, Mr.  Rogers  stated  that  hia  com- 
pany haa  one  thousand  ovens  at  Fernie 
and  Michel,  In  which  they  can  produce 
coke  when  the  mines  are  working.  These 
can  supply  the  Boundary  country,  nnd 
if  the  demand  existed  they  rould  In- 
crease their  capacity.  Tlio  company 
gave  preference  to  British  Columbia 
mines,  which  sought  to  purchase  coke. 
The  remlBslon  of  the  fifteen  cent  tax  on 
coke  would  greatly  stiinulate  the  mining 
industry  of   British  Columbia. 

"Tou  don't  Intend  to  give  the  araelters 
'the  benefit  of  the  remission  if  it  Is  al- 
lowed,  do      you,"      aBkeil    Commissioner 
Malkin? 

"Oh,  yea,"  Mr.  Rogers  replied,  Hmt  is 
our  contract.  Wo  look  for  our  profits 
In  the  iBcroaaod  output  of  coal  from  onr 
mine."

Rogers  explHlued  the  identitlcatlou 
with  tho  Crow's  Neat  Pass  Coal  com- 
pany as  shareholderB  of  certain  gen- 
tlemen also  interested  in  the  Oreat 
Northern  Railway.  Jle  docUrod  that 
the  Crow'o  Ne^t  Pass.  Coal  company 
was  an  absolutely  free  agent  and  not 
in  any  way  handicapped  or  held  down 
by  other  Interests.  As  evidence  of  the 
keenness  of  competition,  not  a  single 
complaint  aa  to  the  inadeiuacy  of 
coke  KU^piy  had  benn  received  atnco 
the  mines  shut  down,  although  they 
were  the  only  producers  of  coke  In 
British  Columbia.  He  had  asked  the 
company's  largest  customer,  the  Great 
Northern  Railway,  how  they  were  get- 
ting along,  and  had  been  informed  timt 
they  wero  .ill  right.  The  smelters  were 
Hupplicd  with  coke  at  $4.50  per  ton 
or  $4,65  If  the  coke  tax  should  be  col- 
fected.  Previous  to  th«  suspension  of 
this  tax  two  years  ago,  tho  company 
had  paid  it  and  lost  money  on  every 
ton  produced.  If  the  Ux  were  to  be 
enacted.  It  would  bo  the  smelters  that 
would  have  to  pay  It,  and  this  would 
operate  as  a  handicap  In  the  de- 
velopment of  the  mining  Industry. 
There  was  no  demand  for  slack  or  run

Is  16' be  stopped  for  a"  laW  AT  tirteiB 
years,  comes  Into  effect  on  December 
16th  next  If  the  ratification  is  made  by 
all  the  governments  interested.  U  Is 
understood  Japan  has  not  yet  ratified 
tlte  treaty.  No  word  has  been  received 
by  Collector  of  COstotns.  J.  C.  Newbury 
regarding  the  bringing  of  the  treaty  Into 
effect  and  some  of  the  sealers  consider 
that  they  are  permitted  to  make  the 
spring  cruise  if  their  boats  are  cleared 
before  December  15th  next.  .Vppllcatlon 
will  be  made  by  Capt.  Peppett  for  a 
clearance  as  soon  as  tire  Pescawha  la 
ready  to  proceed. 

The  stoppage  of  pelagic  sealing  takes 
away  tlic  occupation  of  forty-one  seal- 
ing schooners  now  at  anchor  In  the  In- 
ner harbor  of  Victoria  and  the  seaJera 
have  put  forward  a  claim  (or  about 
$560,000  for  compensation  In  conse- 
quence. The  Victoria  Sealing  company 
usks  |5H)0.000.  The  company,  twelve 
years  ago  was  tfffrttd  «4R(»,0On  »»y  the 
United  States  government  and  allowed 
to  retain  their  property  to  be  placed  to 
other  usages.  Thla  offer,  made  during 
the  •ittln«  of  .the, Joint  High  Conunla- 
alon  of  189S  wa^  acceptable  to  the  seal- 
ers, but  did  not  come  into  effect  owing 
to  the  failure  of  the  negotiations  at  that 
time  between  the  two  governments  over 
other    questions.
